REVIVAL OF AMERICAN (COM-
MERCE.

Coxnsrpenapre sttention is still devoted in
COongress to propositions for the revival of
Awerican commerce. An ablospesch on this
subjeot was delivered in the House of Repre-
sentatives yesterday by Mr. Lynoh, chairman
of the select committes which has chargs of
thias gmbjeot, and it is said that he will scon
report a bill that will put in a practical shape
B ocomprehensive scheme for rehabilitating
our depressed shipping interssts. Nothing
ean be plainer than that this general subjoct
is eminently worthy of profound and liberal
oconsgideration. However much other vigor-
ous nations may differ about protective
and free-trade theories as applied to the
ordinary forms of domestie indastry, thay
all agroe in assisting their
foreign steamship lines. An obvious naces.
gity for this policy arises from the direct and
unavoidable foreign competition by which
these enterprises are confronted. Practical
experience has shown the folly of American
steamship lines, unsupperted by Government
aid, attempting to compete with British ves-
sels which are not only constructad of cheaper
material, by cheaper labor, but also sustained
by large appropriations from the British trea-
pury. In former times our shipping interests
were the pride and glory of the country.
The war of 15812 was waged mainly for their
protection, and the last war was used by
jealous British ship-owners as a pretext for
hastening  their destruction. Aund
now, after all the trinmphs
and trials of the past, the American people are
compelled to choose between a humiliating
acknowledgment of British supremacy on
the ocean and a resolve to continue the old
conflict under new conditions that cannot
fail to restore American prestige and to se-
cure to our citizens a fair share of the profits
of the foreign commerce of the country. It
has been propesed to incorporate four steam-
ship companies and to establish six steam-
ship lines, one of which is to ply between
Philadelphia and Baltimore and Sonthampton
and Bremen, sailing each alternate wesk, and
if this project is approved by Congress, with
the understanding that contracts for the
transportation of the United States mails
and other aid in the shape of subsidies
or drawbacks on the cost of materials shall be
grauted, it is probable that the loss of ton.
nage and position incurred during the Re-
bellion will be regained in less than five years,
The expense to the nation will not excead
$4,000,000 per annum, and as ten times that
gum is often lavished upon the navy withont
any substantial service being rendered to the
country, it will be infinitely more advantageous
to make the proposed appropriation than to
continue building ships which ret in the
docks before they are completed, and
to pay enormous salaries to officers on the
rotired list who have never rendered im-
portant service. Enough money has already
been wasted in naval experiments and ex-
travagancies to endow the United Slates with
& much finer and larger fleet of steamships
than any other nation now possesses, and if
Congresa does not soon devote a portion of
this misspent money to the revival of the
drooping shipping interests, we will be re-
duced to the absurd position of spending on
the navy a larger sum than the whole annual
profit derived frem American ships.

THE UNION LEAGUE BALL,
Tuae grand ball at the Union League Club
House last evening was one of the most bril-
liant affairs of the kind ever given in this
city. Although it was a celebration of the
fifth anniversary of the occupation of the pre-
sent building, it was considered by the mem-
bers in the light of a grand house warming,
as it was the first purely social entertainment
ever given by the Club. Bucha grand ball
had been contemplated at the opening of the
elegant structure on Broad street, but the
assassination of President Lincoln put a stop
to the preparations for the festivities, and
until the present time various reasouns have
interfered to prevent such a soeial reunion as
that of last night. The Union League repre-
sentsthe wealth, eulture, and patriotism of Phi-
ladelphia, and its eminent services during the
war for the suppression of the Rebellion were
such as cannot readily be forgotten. Not
only did it labor zealously in raising, equip-
ping and sending to the field large bodies of
troops when the Union armies were most in
need of reinforcements, but in innumerable
ways it advanced the Union causs, and by its
eminent services won the most cordial esteem
of those statesmen and officers of the army
and navy who were prominently engaged in
the great work of suppressing the Rebellion,
Both during the war and since its conclusion
the Union League has used its influence at all
times in advaneing Union sentiments, 1n de-
nouncing treason and its aiders and abettors,
and in upbolding those whe uphold the
national cause. In politics it has representad
the intelligence of Philadelphia, and the
beneficial influence that it has exerted can
scarcely be estimated.

The Union League, however, is a social as
well as o political organization, and the ele-
gant entertainment of last evening was for
the purpose of earrying out one of the ideas
of its foundation. As was to be expeoted,
the decorations of the building, the arrange-
ments for the comfort of the guests, and all
the appointments of the ball, were as perfeot
us possible and in the hast taste. The com.
pavy was large, and besides the Goveruor ol

the Btate, and & namber of prominent officers
of the army and navy, it represented the best
Philadelphia sooiety. It was such a gather-
ing s is seldom seon, and wa oan say no
more in commendation than that the whole
affair was a eredit to the League and an
ocossion of perfect enjoyment to the guoests
who were in attendance. It was what & ball
at the Union Leagus House could scarcely
help being, a grand success in all partioulars.

THE WHITE MAN'S PARTY IN DELA-
WARE,

Trese is still some hope for the “White
Man's party” in  Delaware, for, notwithstand-
ing the grand fizzle of a few days ago,
Banlsbury and hs friends are doing their
level best to preserve the State from the con-
trol of the negroes, and to maintain in all
their integrity the time-honored institutions
of Delaware, the whipping-post and pillory,
On Tuesday there was a Democratic county
meeting held at Dover, at which Charles
Brown (formerly of Philadelphia) and Eli
Saulsbury urged the importance of the
“‘white man's” movement; but there does not
appear to have been any great amount of en-
thusiasm on the subjeoct, although there ia no
telling what may happen if the ‘‘white men"
persevere, Eli, who appears to look after the
home interests of the Saulsbury family,
while his distingnished brother represents
the intelligence of Delaware in the
Senate of the United States, pronounced the
fifteenth amendment a fraud, bat advised
submission to it at present. It is in the
highest degrae gratifying for us to learn that
the Baulsburys do not intend to inaugurate a
rebellion just now, at any rate, on account of
the fifteenth amendment, and it is not to be
doubted that Eli's advice will be striotly fol-
lowed by the unterrified Democraocy of Dela-
ware, For giving this advice, however, the
eitizens of Philadelphia ought to be partion-
larly grateful to Eli, for in case Delawars
should take np armns this city would certainly
bao the first object of attack, and we can well
imagine the panic that would ensue if the
bold warriors of the ‘‘forest” of Delaware
were to march against us. Instead of going
to war, however, the ‘“‘foresters” proposs
to expend their energies on the
organization of a  ‘“‘white man's"
party, and as this will give them ample em-
ployment for the balance of their natural
lives, we have comparatively little to fear
from them. We therefore wish the ‘‘white
man's” party in Delaware well, and we only
hope that the negro vote at the next election
will not erush it out so effectaally that it will
never more be heard of, for it will never do
any harm to any one, and it will afford a vast
amount of innocent amusement to a number
of individual* who have no other means of
entertainment.

THE FRENCH ELECTION.

Tux old proverb that ‘‘Paris is France' has an
especially disastrous significance for Napo-
leon at this moment. His huge majority in
the provinces affords but a partial recom-
pense for the unpopularity of his projects
and his dynasty in the great metropolis which
has wrought so many radical political changes
without waiting or caring for the decision of
the provincial districts. The riots which have
followed the announcement of the vote show
that it has had a mighty influence in embold-
ening the uncompromising enemies of Napo-
leonic rule. They would not have risked
their lives in fomenting conspiracies and in
erecting and stubbornly defending barricades
if they bad not been buoyed up by a strong
hope that their Parisian majority would sus-
tain any successful revolution, and that a
Parisian movement would ensure the
endorsement of France. The police and the
soldiers may repress the demonstration, but
it proves so clearly that force rather than
public sentiment and popular approval main-
tain the existing throne at the very centrs of
French power, that Napoleon has little cause
to congratulate himself upon the result of
his last experiment. His moral position
would have been infinitely stronger if he had
gained an accession of one hundred thousand
votes in Paris by a loss of a million votes in
the provinces. If he fails to conciliate the
populace immediately surrounding his palace,
all his successes in other quarters will scarcely
secure the perpetuation of his dynasty.

THE FINE ARTS.

Art Exhibitiens.

A correspondent of the Germantown Telegraph
makes the extraordinary statement that “lfor some
time past the little faction of admirers, friends, and
partisans of the artist Edward Moran has baen at-
tacking the directors of the Academy of Fine Aris,
through the columng of TEAR EVENING TELRGRAPH
and the Hulletin, for not having a regalar spring ex-
hibition.” The Bulletin, we presume, 18 able to take
care of itself, but so far as this paper I8 conceraed
we have only to say ihat there 18 not one word of
truth in the above allegation. Neither Mr. Moran,
his friends, admirers, nor partisans have ever had
any inflaence whatever in shaping the criticlsms of
Tne EVENING TELEGRAPH on questions of art. This
is not the nirst time that this charge has either been
expresaly made or covertly lnslnuated, and It is
bused entirely upon the two facts Chat
Mr, Moran has a guarrel with the Academy,
and that we have criticlsed with some severity the
policy and performances of that institution. We
say now, a8 we have sald repeatodiy before, that
Mr, Moran did & very foollsh action when he out his
pletures out of their frames & few seasons age be-
cause they were not hung to sult him, Bat ihis deed,
however unfavorable may ba the position in which
it placed the Aartist personally, had as least
one good effect, Inasmuch as it brought a loug stand-
ing quarrel between the Academy and the artists to
& climax, and demonstrated to the public inthe
plainest possible manoer what one of the main
grievances of the artists really was. S0 far as Mr,
Moran and his plotures are conoerned, we deal with
him a8 we do with everybody else, falrly and lmpar-
tally, nelther praising im more than we think he

18 merited, apd nothing thal has ever appoared in
our columns can Le produced to prove the cou-
trary.

If we have at any time done injustice to the Dires.
tors of the Academy of Fige Aris, we are willing to
give them all the opportunities they may desirs to
st themselves right before the public. It will place
them In a better position to auswer our criticisms
than it will 1o clreulste ramors that those enticlsms
are of no moment becsuse Lhey are lusplred by u
faction of sruists, If weare in the wrong, it i3 cer-
talnly possible to prove the faot, aud If what we

deserves nor refralning from censure when censure '

the matter Ia that the Board of Directora of the
Academy of Fine Arts lv now, sa it has boeen in the
past, composed of a highly respectable ©o-
terie of gentlemen, who, on many accounts,
are  entitled o the oordial esteom of
their fellow-citizons, These gentlamen nre sngaged
in varions meroantile operationa, snd in their seve-
ral lines of business have done much to advance the
prosperity of the city; but as managera of an art
sckool they have undertaken to do something that
they know nothing about, and the consequence is
that they have achieved little except fallure. The
Academy of Fine Arts ts with them a mere play-
thing to amuse their leisure moments, and no effert
ever has been made to create an art school that
would do eredit to the elity, or lo any way to really
ndyance the interesis of American art. On the
contrary, until within the past two seasons no in-
structor was ever provided for the classes, aud the
artisis of Philadelphia have not only been practis
cally excluded from all control of the institution,
but they have been snubbed on every possible ocon-
slon,

8o far as the determination not to hold an exhibi-
tion this spring 18 concerned, we oaly repeat the
opinion expressed when the Announcement was
first fmade, that it was wise policy. The reason
given by the directors was the uncertainty of Keop-
ing possession of the pressnt Academy property;
oot the real reason was that It was found that a
suiclent number of plotures, and eapecially Amerl-
oan pictares, could not Be procured, 8o It was
deemed preferable, in view of the badness of the
exhibition Iast spring, nol %o risk another faillare,
The eyes of the public have been partialiy opened
at least, and an annual exhibition of the Pennsyl-
vania Academy of the Fine Arts that will be chieny
distinguished by the absence of the best werka of
Pennsylvania and Philadelphia palaters would not
be judicious,

The correspondent of the Germantown Telegraph,
to whom we have referred, suppiles us with the in-
formation that, in lieu of the regular spring exhibl-
tion, the directors of the Academy of 1"lne Arts have
in prospect a serles of exhibitlons of private collec-
tions, and shat the (irst of these has now been Ar-
ranged, and will open on the 14th lost, at the resi-
dence of Joseph Harrison, Esq., Im Rittenhounse
Square, which will include Mr, Harrison's own col-
lections, with works from the gallerics of James
L. Claghorn, Esq , and other gentlemen. Such an
exhibition as this will be very interesting, and, so far
as merit goes, it will probably average higher than
any collection that the Academy conld get together
under the most favorable ausplees. It will not be,
however, in any respect, & proper substitute for the
Academy exhibition, which eught to be mainly a
representation of the progress of American, and

especlally of FPhiladelphian, art, Mesars, Ilar-
risop, Claghorn, and all other contribators
Lo the proposed exhibition will be

dolng a service by throwing open their private col-
lections to the public, but the artists who are exe-
cuting new works all the time ought also to have
some opportunity to muke a digplay of thelr works,
and under proper management the anonal exhibi-
tion of the Academy would give them this opportu-
nity. AS matters now are, however, most of our
best artists find it to thelr interest to withhold their
works al'ogether, and srrange for putting them
before the publlc as best they can. The bad effect of
this practice 18 that the public s not able to view the
performances of the year collectively, and {8 thus
deprived of an important means of estimating what
advanc 8 have been made, It 18 now, we belleve, a
settled thing that we are to have a new Academy
bullding, and we hope that with it there will be a
new system of management, for if the old-fogy
policy that has ruled the institution in the pass s to
continue In the future, no change of location or en-
largement of quartera will ever enable the Academy
of Fine Arts to be anythiong else than a mere bur-
1®sque of & school of art.
